Goose census takers are finish- 
ing up the federal government’s 
official count of waterfowl in 
Brooklyn — but the would-be 
bird exterminators aren’t likely to 
fire up their gas chambers again 
this year because the population of 
local geese has plummeted. 

This week, only 23 geese, down 
from nearly 200, were spotted in 
Prospect Park — where more than 
300 Canada geese were slaugh- 
tered by the federal government 
in the name of aviation security 
last July.

Four goslings miraculously 
survived egg-addling efforts (see 
sidebar), but it’s been nearly a si- 
lent spring in Prospect Park. 

“The park is almost devoid 
of geese,” said wildlife advo- 
cate Mary Beth Artz. 

The goose count is being con- 


ducted by the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, which began kill- 
ing geese in New York in 2009, 
though only within a five -mile 
radius of both LaGuardia and 
JFK airports. That killing field 
was expanded last year to seven 
miles — into Prospect Park — 
without public discussion. The 
result was the massacre of hun- 
dreds of geese last July. 

In the weeks before that slaugh- 
ter, feds took the same goose cen- 
sus that they are conducting now, 
counting geese at 63 city proper- 
ties then evaluating factors such 
as distance to airports and water- 
fowl populations to determine if

Who rubbed out Hillary? 

A Brooklyn Yiddish-language news- 
paper airbrushed Secretary of State Hil- 
lary Clinton from the White House’s 
official Osama bin Laden “war room” 
photograph because editors decided that 
their Hasidic readership would be of- 
fended by a photograph of a woman. 

Der Tzeitung ran a copy of the iconic 
photo of President Obama surroundedby 
his advisers during last Sunday night’s 
raid the terror mastermind’s headquar- 
ters — but a photo editor removed 
Clinton from the iconic, historic im- 
age because of the paper’s “long-stand- 
ing editorial policy” to omit women 
from photos. 

The revision sparked a firestorm of 
criticism nationwide. 

On Monday, the Boro Park weekly 
issued an apology for altering the photo 
— but not for the policy itself. 

“The readership of the Tzeitung be- 
lieves that women should be appreciated 
for who they are and what they do, not 
for what they look like, and the Jewish 


laws of modesty are an expression of 
respect for women, not the opposite,” 
said Publisher Albert Friedman. “Our 
editorial policies are guided by a Rab- 
binical Board and because of laws of 
modesty, do not allow for the publish- 
ing of photos of women. Because we 
wanted to honor the president and our 


armed forces for the historic signifi- 
cance of the moment, we opted to pub- 
lish the photo, but without the women 
included, as is our long standing edi- 
torial policy.” 

In Hasidic neighborhoods such as 
South Williamsburg, women attend sep- 
arate schools, worship in cordoned off 


parts of synagogues, and are even pro- 
hibited from driving cars or shaking 
hands with a man. 

Still, many Brooklynites were flab- 
bergasted by the paper’s decision to 
airbrush the country’s most powerful 
woman, plus counterterrorism expert

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Falafel war on Bedford

Bedford Avenue is becoming 
the new West Bank — and you can 
blame falafel. 

An Israeli food truck is encroach- 
ing on territory long claimed by 
Williamsburg’s beloved Palestin- 
ian-owned Oasis restaurant, forc- 
ing foodies to choose their sand- 
wiches carefully. 

For eight years, Oasis has satis- 
fied the neighborhood’s hunger pangs 
with fresh, fully adorned falafel sand- 
wiches for only $3 from its humble 
N. Seventh Street storefront. 

But highly touted Manhattan- 
based Taim Mobile planted its flag 
into Brooklyn this month by park- 
ing its shiny, jet-black truck on Bed- 
ford Avenue on weeknights. 

Taim is wooing discriminating 
foodies with its brand of made-to-or- 
der Middle Eastern meals that make 
you want to scream, “F’Chaim!” 
So far, Williamsburg residents are 
raving about falafel specials such as 
Kalamata olive falafel with Israeli 
salad, pickled cabbage and tahini 
sauce ($6.50) and irresistible top- 
pings such as pickled mango chut- 
ney, cilantro garlic spicy sauce, and

feta cheese, as well as freshly-made 
fruit smoothies. 

Jesse Sullivan, who picked up a 
sandwich on the way to his softball 
game, said it’s one of the best falafels 
he’s ever had. 

“I like the hot peppers, and the 
bread is fresh,” said Sullivan. 

And Michael Feinstein, who 
ordered a banana, dates and lime 
smoothie — with no added sugar — 
called his drink “f-ing delicious.” 


“I didn’t even know I liked dates,” 
added Feinstein. 

Naturally, Oasis’ Ihab Jibril sees 
the proliferation of food trucks 
on Bedford Avenue as a looming 
threat. 

“It’s not just falafel — hamburg- 
ers, coffee, ice cream, tacos, maybe 
they could just stay in the park,” said 
Jibril. “It’s not fair for us. We pay a 
lot of rent and they don’t.” 

Jibril says he has perfected the 


falafel sandwich — perhaps the best 
deal in Williamsburg — by keeping 
an almost holy devotion to his rec- 
ipe and refusing to raise his prices. 
Oasis worker churn out 500 sand- 
wiches a day — five times as many 
as Taim’s truck. 

“Falafel in the Middle East is nour- 
ishment food for the poor, street food, 
and we tried to make it a popular 
sandwich here,” said Ibril. “I think 
we’ve succeeded.” 

Oasis has its devotees, too. 
Customers remarked how the sand- 
wich has a perfect balance of sweet, 
sour and tangy flavors and almost 
never falls apart in your hands — un- 
like other sandwiches in the city. 

Ben Van Feeuwen, who manages 
his eponymous ice cream truck a block 
away, says that Bedford Avenue is big 
enough for both falafel joints. 

“In America, everyone can live 
in harmony — but Oasis’ prices are 
incredible,” said Van Feeuwen. “For 
$3,1 feel like I’m robbing them.”

extra block,” said Fander. 

“There will still be times 
when friends dragoon friends 
into helping them move into 
fifth-floor walkups, but [with 
this bill] , they won’t have to 
be the van lookout.” 

Fander envisions some- 
thing similar to the way 
that the city issues street 


fair permits. Would-be 
movers would likely ap- 
ply online and provide evi- 
dence that they’re actually 
changing address. The Po- 
lice Department would is- 
sue the appropriate signage, 
Fander said. 

The freshman council- 
man admitted that the bill, 
which currently has no co- 


sponsors, could create en- 
forcement challenges. 

“Is someone really mov- 
ing or just seeking a space? 
Enforcement will certainly 
be an issue,” Fander said. 
“How do we make it work 
so people move out of the re- 
served spots, and what hap- 
pens if they don’t?” 

But soon-to-move Park 
Sloper David Edelstein is 
already eager for an anti- 
dote to the hell that is mov- 
ing day. 


“This is an excellent idea, 
but I’m dubious if it could be 
successfully executed,” said 
Edelstein, 51, a film critic 
who will leave the Slope for 
Ditmas Park in July. 

He said moving vans in 
his neighborhood often park 
on Eighth Avenue instead of 
on the narrow streets, which 
makes traffic even more clot- 
ted. 

“I don’t relish all the trips 
back and forth that I’m go- 
ing to be taking to the new 


house,” said Edelstein, who 
was at the U-Haul on Fourth 
Avenue picking up packing 
material. “This bill would re- 
ally help with the area’s mood 
and sense of well-being.” 

Fander said he expects 
the moving permits to cost 
about $50 to $100, enough 
to cover any additional city 
administration cost.

Trailer trash 

West Street becomes 
parking lot for tractors

What the truck is going on here? 

Greenpoint residents are bewildered that their neigh- 
borhood has become a dumping ground for tractor-trail- 
ers, which have amassed on West Street for the past 
two months. 

“They’re a nuisance and they don’t belong there,” said 
Greenpoint resident Ed Michaleski. “It’s an eyesore.” 

Several boxy 70 -foot trailers, balanced by a pair of rear 
tires and a rusted metal support leg, have been parked on 
industrial West Street near residential side streets, Oak and 
Calyer, and adjacent to an empty waterfront lot. 

The trailers stay at the site for several days at a 
time. 

One, which doesn’t have license plates, hasn’t moved 
in eight weeks, while others are hitched and unhitched 
at its owner’s whims, according to neighbors. 

Jon Kosar says he has seen some trucks locked by a 
rolling gate inside an industrial property near the end 
of West Street — he expects them to return. 

“We always see these commercials and posters from the 
city that say, ‘If you see something, say something,”’ said 
Kosar. “We hope that the truck is just empty and nothing 
horrible that can cause terror to the community.” 

Residents rallied to shut down a promoter’s plan for 
a night bazaar at the site two weeks ago citing concerns 
over a swell of thousands of drunken revelers — but re- 
moving the trailers and fixing industrial fences on West 
have been more challenging. 

But residents and environmental advocates say that 
could change. 

Last month, the city sued a Greenpoint property owner 
to tear down a fence on Noble Street preventing the pub- 
lic’s access to the waterfront. 

And supporters of the Brooklyn Greenway, a 14 -mile 
bicycle and pedestrian pathway from Greenpoint to Sun- 
set Park that includes a portion of West Street, say that 
the days where vehicles can be left along the water- 
front streets are over. 

“A lot of the waterfront has been like that, but there 
are more eyes on the waterfront these days,” said Brook- 
lyn Greenway Initiative Co-founder Brian McCormick. 
“If it’s not legal for them to be there, then they should 
be removed and the law should be enforced.” 

Michaleski hopes to walk his son’s dogs on West 
Street without encountering abandoned trailers and en- 
croaching fences. 

“If West Street ever becomes a better street, like Frank- 
lin Street, those trailers are going to be a hindrance,” 
said Michaleski.

Proposed bridge from Squibb Park to 
Brooklyn Bridge Park will cost $4.9M

Brooklyn Heights will get 
an innovative $4. 9 -million 
footbridge that zigzags over 
streets and through buildings 
to connect the northern part 
of the neighborhood to one 
of the world’s most breath- 
taking parks. 

The 400-foot timber struc- 
ture will link Squibb Park, 
a sunken, half-acre cement 
park, to Brooklyn Bridge 
Park — giving pedestrians 


easier access to an oasis now 
cut off by the Brooklyn- 
Queens Expressway. 

Last Monday, the De- 
sign Commission approved 
a preliminary plan — which 
is back on the table after a 
battle over funding. 

Engineers are now plan- 
ning a rot-resistant bridge 
that will descend 30 feet from 
the small park on Columbia 
Heights, over Furman Street, 
dropping off just west of the 
proposed salt marsh between 


Piers 1 and 2. 

Made of black locust 
planks, the footbridge me- 
anders through a site where a 
hotel will soon sprout — and 
is elegant enough to soften 
even the park’s toughest 
watchdogs. 

“I’m happy to have the 
connection,” said Roy Sloane, 
who has long fought devel- 
opment inside the park. “But 
I do think the primary mo- 
tivation is to make the ho- 
tel more desirable — not to 


give public access.” 

Whatever the impetus, the 
footbridge was designed as 
throwback to old-time Brook- 
lyn Heights by MacArthur 
“genius” Ted Zoli. 

“The structural form re- 
lates to that of a gangway, a 
memory of Brooklyn Height’s 
past as a shipyard,” Zoli said. 
“Brooklyn Bridge Park has 
its own character, enriched 
by the use of repurposed ar- 
tifacts.” 

The cost of the structure is 
more than 20 times that of an 
average footbridge, accord- 
ing to published reports. Even 
so, it’s far from the western 
world’s most expensive foot- 
bridge: Chicago’s BP Pedes- 
trian Bridge cost $5 million 
and Canada’s Calgary Peace 
Bridge cost a whopping $24 
million. 

The new plans come after 
a bumpy battle for funding. 
In 2009, Mayor Bloomberg 
trimmed $8 million from 
Brooklyn Bridge Park’s con- 
struction budget, killing the 
footbridge. 

But the following year, 
the City Council and Bor- 
ough President Markowitz al- 
located enough money for the 
footbridge, which is sched- 
uled to open next summer. 

Regina Myer, president of 
Brooklyn Bridge Park De- 
velopment Corporation, is 
happy they did. 

“It is a spectacular new 
park amenity,” she said.

Atlantic Ave. bookstore closes

Failed bookstore man- 
ager Jed Hershon has met 
the enemy — and it’s the 
Internet. 

Atlantic Bookshop has 
launched its “beginning of 
the end” sale and plans to 
shutter soon, breaking the 
hearts of Brooklyn’s print 
diehards who refused to read 
“Gatsby” on a Kindle. 

The shop is another victim 
of a millennial clash every 
bit as momentous as when 
Johannes Gutenberg started 
printed Bibles — but Her- 
shon is the one in the book 
business as print changes to 
pixels. 

Instead of evolving, he’s 
choosing to give up, hang- 
ing a “30-percent off” sign 
and trying to move stock be- 
fore the end comes. 

“The enemy of a brick- 
and-mortar bookstore is the 
Internet,” Hershon said. “But 
books online is death to me. 
The joy to me is having an 
actual store.” 

For 15 years in Manhat- 
tan, Atlantic Bookshop was a 
bibliophile’s paradise, where 
people browsed musty tomes 
and Hershon manned a psy- 
chedelic-pop playlist. The 
store opened on Atlantic Ave- 
nue three years ago, between 
Clinton and Court streets, to 
escape West Brooklyn’s sky- 
rocketing rents. 

Hershon’s decision to relo- 
cate to Brooklyn, lower rent 
or not, does raise one question 
in these times: Who opens 
a used bookstore in the dig- 
ital age? 

“We took a chance, and 
everything went wrong,” he 
said. “We thought there was 
a market here and that this 
could really work.” 

For a while, it did work, as 
readers were pleased to find 
Walt Whitman’s “Leaves of

Grass” or Plato’s dialogues 
for $3. The shop appealed to 
collectors, too, who can snag 
rare copies of Patti Smith’s 
poetry for $200 or a 1963 
copy of “Industrial Ceram- 
ics” for $50. 

Quirky devotees like Fred- 
erick “Captain Tiptop” Rug- 
ger called it “a serious book- 
shop for serious people.” He 
recently walked out with a 
1953 copy of “Restless House” 
by Emile Zola for $4. 

Anna Wayland, a Park 
Slope musician and poet, 
comes in for quirky out-of- 
print hardcovers. She detests 
online shopping; she wants 
to hold something before she 
buys it. 

Popping in to the scholarly 
haunt “allows fate and chance 
to happen,” Wayland said. 
“To allow things to happen 
on the fly, instead of having 
your head in a computer.” 

The issue apparently isn’t 
rent; Hershon admits that 
plummeting foot traffic — 
not a lease hike — brought 
his shop’s demise. 


Still, Hershon wants to 
make one last stab, telling 
Gothamist that he’ll meet 
with Borough President 
Markowitz next week in 


hopes of creating a regular 
flea market — preferably in 
a city-owned building — for 
used books.

once supported a true bike 
lane on the three-mile stretch, 
abandoned that support amid 
community complaints. 

“Bay Ridge Parkway is a 
perfect place for a bike lane,” 
said Cassara. “I don’t see any 
other place where it would 
work so well.” 

But there was plenty of 
bikelash against Cassara’s 
proposal. Some committee 
members argued that the 
“shared route,” also known 
as a Class 3 bike lane, is more 
dangerous than a full-fledged 
bike lane because it gives cy- 
clists a false sense of secu- 
rity, yet burdens drivers with 
the same need to look out for 
the two -wheelers. 

“Bike lanes are danger- 
ous because cyclists can get 
doored or hit by cars,” said 
CB10 board member Larry 
Stelter. “And if that happens, 
the cyclists have no obliga- 
tions; it’s the drivers who are 
always at fault.” 

But Cassara insisted the 
bike lane would be safer 
for cyclists and pedestri- 
ans because it would take 
two-wheelers off the side- 
walks. The lane would also 
include painted warnings on 
the street alerting drivers that 
they must share the road. 

Cyclists who live on Bay 
Ridge Parkway backed up 
Cassara. 

“The only place I fear for 


my life is in Bay Ridge,” said 
Harry Denny, who lives be- 
tween Colonial Road and 
Narrows Avenue. “It’s ab- 
solutely the scariest place 
to ride.” 

But local elected officials 
haven’t shared Denny’s con- 
cerns. Assemblyman Peter 
Abbate (D-Dyker Heights) 
has been leading the fight on 
behalf of drivers, he said. 

“The Bay Ridge Park- 
way bike lane was a disas- 
ter waiting to happen,” Ab- 
bate cheered after the city 
withdrew its support last 
month. “It would have ac- 
tually made it more danger- 
ous for drivers, pedestrians 
and bikers — all of whom 
would be competing for too 
little space on what is already 
too narrow a road.” 

But the street is actually 
wider than normal city road- 
ways, measuring 50 feet in 
width from Bay Parkway to 
Fourth Avenue and 44 feet 
from Fourth Avenue to Shore 
Road. 

The Department of Trans- 
portation has said there is no 
one-size-fits-all policy for in- 
stalling bike lanes, but the 
agency evaluates locations 
based on the width of the 
roadway, parking needs, 
traffic volumes and com- 
munity input. 

The agency proposed the 
plan in 2010, arguing that a 
bike lane was needed not only 
to provide a safe haven for 
cyclists, but to reduce the 
speed of car traffic by nar- 
rowing lane widths. Abbate 
and Councilman Vince Gen- 
tile (D-Bay Ridge) didn’t 
buy it, and hailed the city 
reversal. 

For now, Cassara’s reso- 
lution will head to a show- 
down at Community Board 
10’s full meeting on May 16. 
Cassara predicted that bicy- 
clists will show up in force 
to defend the measure. 

“We always hear from 
anti-bikers at these meet- 
ings,” said Cassara. “Now 
cyclists need to be heard — 
and we will be.”

A campy-cool cocktail

Beauty Bar — which 
“features manicures while 
you drink” in a 1950s salon- 
themed room — plans to take 
over a portion of the Fifth Av- 
enue coffee shop, where caf- 
feine hounds now sprawl in 
the spacious half-block-size 
venue. 

Beauty Bar operator Jo- 
seph McFeely said he’s con- 
sidering a different twist on 
the hipster chain’s signature 
indie -kitsch vibe, which has 
lured artists and fashionis- 
tas in San Francisco, Austin,

Chicago and more recently, 
Bushwick. 

“There’s a lot up in the air at 
this point,” said McFeely, de- 
clining to talk about his plans 


in depth. “We’re in the midst 
of attracting investors.” 

On April 25, McFeely told 
Community Board 6 that the 
bar would be open until 2 am 


on weekdays and 4 am on 
weekends — and the com- 
mittee recommended that his 
liquor license application be 
approved. 


Ozzie’s will not close, 
but it’s unclear how the es- 
tablishments will divvy up 
the space. 

The new bar comes as a 
new nightlife order is being 
set up in Park Slope as the 
19,000-seat Barclays Center 
basketball arena rises at the 
corner of Flatbush and At- 
lantic avenues.

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Brooklyn Flea organizers want the city to set aside the south side of Lafayette Avenue on 
Saturdays so their vendors can have a loading zone. 


Ft. Greene Flea-bitten? 

Locals upset that popular market now wants a loading zone

Organizers of the Brooklyn 
Flea want the city to reserve a 
busy block of Lafayette Avenue as 
a loading dock for vendors at their 
bustling Saturday souk — but Fort 
Greene residents are complain- 
ing about the high cost: 10 park- 
ing spaces in an already crowded 
neighborhood. 

Flea operators want to set aside 
the entire south side of Lafayette 
Avenue from 7-10 am and again 
from 5-8 pm so that vendors won’t 
double-park when they set up and 
break down their booths. 

The Flea has operated in the 


schoolyard of Bishop Loughlin 
Memorial HS for four years. 

On atypical Saturday, roughly 
150 vendors begin unloading 
when the gates open at 7 am. A 
handful of early birds park on 
Clermont Avenue at 6 am and 
wait. 

Traffic is busiest from 7: 30 to 9 
am, when some sellers who don’t 
snag spots on Clermont and Van- 
derbilt avenues double-park on 
Lafayette Avenue to unload. 

Some locals, however, feel 
that losing six hours of Satur- 
day parking space is too much to 
ask from an area already teem- 
ing with cars. 


“I live on this block, so why 
can’t I park on my block?” said 
Carolyn Mayers-Williams, who 
actually lives a bit further away 
near Carlton Avenue and was one 
of 17 residents who vented their 
anger to Councilwoman Letitia 
James (D-Fort Greene) on Mon- 
day night. 

Mayers-Williams added that 
she gets angry when she sees 
vendors take up spots near her 
house while she’s forced to park 
in a garage. 

Flea co-founder Jonathan But- 
ler admitted that there’s “no silver 
bullet” to fix the parking troubles 
in the neighborhood, but added, 


“We are just trying to make life 
easier and safer.” 

Butler said that parking is “the 
third rail of politics,” but argued 
that a free spot on the street is a 
privilege, not a right. 

“The last thing we want to do 
is try to make it some adversar- 
ial thing,” he said, “but no one 
owns these spaces.” 

Community Board 2 Trans- 
portation Committee will take 
up the issue at its next meet- 
ing at St. Francis College [180 
Remsen St between Clinton

(D-Fort Greene) wants the 
state to penalize brokers 
who invent new neighbor- 
hood names — a practice 
that he claims is hastening 
the socioeconomic homog- 
enization of the borough as 
prices rise when areas sud- 
denly become tony. 

The bill would ban any 
name conceived and pushed 
by a broker to artificially in- 
flate a new neighborhood’s 
rent in an already extant 
neighborhood: ProCro — 
an area sandwiched between 
Prospect Heights and Crown 
Heights — is one example. 

“Many brokers are mis- 
representing properties to 
artificially increase housing 
prices,” Jeffries charged. 

The numbers appear to 
bear that out: a hot Pro- 
Cro one-bedroom on St. 
Marks Avenue will cost a 
cool $2,000, while a com- 
parable Prospect Heights 
one-bedroom, also on St. 
Marks Avenue, can be had 
for $1,250. 

The bill would allow the 
mayor and City Council to 
create neighborhood names 
after feedback from the af- 
fected community board. 

Critics said all neighbor- 
hood names are dynamic, so 
legislating change will be an 
uphill battle. 

“It’s like trying to change 
the natural course of a river,” 
said Brian Merlis, a Brook- 
lyn historian who grew up in 
Flatlands (called East Flat- 
bush when he was there in 
the 1960s). “Neighborhood 
names oscillate like guitar 
strings and exist only as states 
of mind.” 

Name-creating activists 
agreed. 

“Sunset Park is arbitrary 
and at one time was con- 
sidered part of Bay Ridge,” 
noted Aaron Brashear, who 
was among the residents who 
had a hand in popularizing the 
name Greenwood Heights for 
the areanestledbetweenPark 
Slope and Sunset Park, where 
fear of overdevelopment led to 
a rezoning push in 2005. 

And it will likely be a 
tough row to hoe, as new no- 
menclature can be a difficult 
thing to originate. DUMBO 
was conceived by artists and 
loft tenants in the 1970s who 
were looking for an uncool, 
anti-marketing name as a way 
to “protect their turf from 
developers” (nice try!), ac- 
cording to Dumbonyc.com 
— but the area has since be- 
come one of the priciest en- 
claves in Brooklyn. 

Jeffries conceded that 
the name DUMBO is legit- 
imate, as the industrial area 
was previously devoid of res- 
idents. 

“But there are names that 
seek to whitewash history,” 
he said. And that creates a 
“Wild West,” as if “this is 
the frontier and not neigh- 
borhoods with a history of 
culture and tradition.” 

The bill, which applies 
only to New York City, is 
built on existing state law that 
prohibits brokers from dis- 
seminating information that 
is false and misleading. 

It would not punish non- 
brokers who conceive of 
names on their own (so Aaron 
Brashear can relax). 

“Any individual citizen 
has a right to refer to his 
neighborhood any way he 
chooses,” Jeffries said. 

Brokers also balked at 
the bill. 

“It wouldbe great if neigh- 
borhoods had specific bound- 


aries — but they don’t,” said 
John Reinhardt, president and 
chief executive officer of Fill- 
more Real Estate, a Brook- 
lyn firm. 

Reinhardt’s late father, 
Bill, was the man respon- 
sible for hatching the name 
Old Mill Basin for the area 
sandwiched between Flat- 
lands and Mill Basin. “He 
called it Old Mill Basin — 
and it stuck.” 

Since there isn’t an offi- 
cial neighborhood map to 
which brokers must adhere, 
it’s easy enough to play with 
the borders. 

“Real estate is sexy some- 
times — it’s like fashion,” he 
explained. 

If a neighborhood be- 
comes hot, stretch the bound- 
aries. 

“Take Williamsburg — 
some people want to live 
there, so expand it a block 
or two.” 

Time travellers from the 
17th century would be thor- 
oughly confused, consider- 
ing that “Williamsburg” was 
once referred to as Bushwick 
Shore, an Anglicized version 
of the Dutch name for area, 
Boswijck — or “Town in the 
Woods” — which the Dutch 
East Indian Company de- 
cided to call the area after 
buying it from the Native 
Americans. 

Experts said neighborhood 
names have always been sub- 
ject to change — ever since 
the Dutch settled on a region 
already inhabited by Indian 
tribes. 

“The test is whether peo- 
ple use the name or not — 
look how SoHo has caught 
on,” said Francis Morrone, an 
architectural historian, per- 
haps forgetting the influence 
of Anglophiles in the city. 
(Brighton Beach, which 
shares a seaside sister city 
in merry ol’ England, also 
remains part of the Brook- 
lyn vernacular.) 

The only constant in 
Brooklyn history is chang- 
ing names. Today, everyone 
uses the term “Park Slope,” 
but the area was known as 
Prospect Hill until the com- 
pletion of Prospect Park in 
the 1 870 s — an alteration de- 
signed to link the neighbor- 
hood to its new amenity. And 
Bay Ridge was long known as 
Yellow Hook — until a major 
Yellow Fever epidemic forced 
brokers to come up with a 
new name, and fast. 

“There are neighborhood 
names that brokers have tried 
to use that don’t stick: No- 
body says, ‘I live in Bo- 
CoCa,’ ” said Morrone, re- 
ferring to the rarely used 
acronym for Boerum Hill, 
Cobble Hill and Carroll Gar- 
dens, three well-established 
neighborhoods that were also 
the creation of real-estate in- 
terests in the middle of last 
century. 

Previously, the neighbor- 
hoods were lumped together 
as “South Brooklyn,” the area 
south of the original Dutch 
town of Brooklyn, which is 
today Brooklyn Heights. 

Neighborhood lifers, 
such as Sackett Street resi- 
dent Celia Cacace, still refer 
to Carroll Gardens as South 
Brooklyn. 

“They think the name 
makes the community,” 
she said. “But people make 
a community.” 

Some names have staying 
power — Gowanus, dates back 
to the polluted canal, once 
called Gowanes Creek, aname 
originating from Gouwane, a 
chief of the Lenape tribe. 


“It is ironic that [Fried- 
man’s] extreme desire to pub- 
lish the photo because of the 
way it reflects positively on 
Obama and the administra- 
tion is what led him to not 
pass on the photo, and in- 
stead Photoshop it,” said 
one source who is close to 
Friedman. 

Regular readers of Yiddish 
papers were not surprised.

Orthodox residents say 
that their papers are lagging 
behind Orthodox blogs and 
social networking websites, 
which post photos of women 
leaders such as Clinton and 
Sen.

Others say the Yiddish pa- 
pers, including Der Yid and 
Der Blatt, will be so slow 
to change that the first time 
their readers see a woman in 
a picture, it’ll likely be when 
one is elected to be so-called 
“the most powerful man in 
the free world.” 

“Call me back when Hil- 
lary wins the presidency,” 
said Williamsburg resident 
Gary Schlesinger. 


In fact, it is about 80 feet. 

Planter size is also exag- 
gerated: one is depicted at 35 
feet long, but we measured it 
at 23 feet. The other two are 
about 15 feet long, but in the 
rendering, they’re about 26 
feet in length. 

How skewed is the render- 
ing? Its proportions are so off 
that if this rendering were ac- 
tually reality, the average hu- 
man being would stand at a 
mere 4-foot-4. 

Jeff Gershon, developer of 
the controversial $ 14.9-million 
project, did not return a call 
for comment. 

But real-estate broker Sha 
Dinour, of Manhattan-based 
Triumph Properties defended 
the renderings, offering up an 
explanation that would make 
Brunelleschi — the father of 
linear perspective — scratch 


his head. 

“It’s not that the size is not 
accurate — it’s that the angle 
of the camera is not what you 
can see with the naked eye,” 
Dinour said. 

Besides, he added, the ex- 
pectation is that prospective 
tenants will come to the site 
and look at the building be- 
fore signing a contract. 

“We’re not renting on 
spec based on renderings,” 
he said. 

Prospective tenants have 
certainly not been deterred: 
Fifty percent of the building 
has been rented in just two 
weeks, according to Dinour. 

The building’s reception is 
a far cry from its contentious 
past. In 2007, residents pro- 
tested the structure’s size, ar- 
guing its presence was anath- 
ema to the neighborhood’s 


low-rise aesthetic. 

Neighbors were appalled 
by the rendering. 

“When they build build- 
ings like this, they promise 
you the world, but they don’t 
give it to you,” said Richard 
Garbellotto. “But it does look 
better than it was when there 
was just a big lot with a bunch 
of cars.” 

Still, tenants should get 
what’s depicted, added Car- 
oline Cato. “If this is the plan, 
then it should be like that,” 
she said, 

Even other developers 
were bemused. 

“The outdoor space is no- 
where near that big,” said Da- 
vid Von Spreckelsen, senior 
vice president at Toll Broth- 
ers, which bailed on a massive 
residential complex along the 
Gowanus Canal.

they shouldbe “removed,” said 
USDA spokeswoman Carol 
Bannerman. Geese were then 
captured at 19 of those lo- 
cations. 

Violent measures may 
not be needed this year be- 
cause of the success of hu- 
mane efforts to keep the 
goose population down. In 
the passed two months, bi- 
ologists have combed nearly 
every inch of Prospect Park, 
tracking mated pairs of geese 
back to their nests, where 
the eggs have been coated 
with corn oil to suffocate 


the embryos before devel- 
opment. This prevents gos- 
lings from hatching in the 
weeks before the season in 
which officials can legally 
exterminate them. 

Along with this “egg ad- 
dling” technique, the Park 
has hiring a company called 
“Goose Busters,” which uses 
border collies to scare away 
the squawkers. 

Department of Environ- 
mental Protection spokes- 
man Ferrell Sklerov said that 
the results of this year’s sur- 
vey “will inform the deci- 
sion-making process” of a 


steering committee formed 
in the wake of the so-called 
“Miracle on the Hudson,” the 
2009 US Airways crash that 


might have been caused after 
a collision between geese and 
Capt. Chesley “Sully” Sul- 
lenberger’s Airbus A320. 


The committee is com- 
prised of city, state and na- 
tional wildlife officials, plus 
officials from the Port Author- 
ity, which manages the city’s 
airports. 

There is no precise “goose 
count” that would prompt an- 
| other killing, but higher popu- 
u lations mean a greater threat to 
aviation, Bannerman said. 

And Mayor Bloomberg has 
shown a zero -tolerance ap- 
proach to geese. The Brooklyn 
Paper reported exclusively last 
year that it was the Department 
of Environmental Protection, 
under orders from the mayor, 
that pushed for the expansion 
of the kill zone to seven miles 
from the airports.

fowl slaughter — despite 
officials’ amped efforts to 
track geese couples, then coat 
their eggs with oil. 

“It shows you that nature 
finds a way,” said Mary Beth 
Artz, a wildlife advocate who 
spotted the peach fuzz-cov- 
ered babies on Sunday. “It’s 
triumphant.” 


Well-meaning city biolo- 
gists aimed to humanely trim 
the park’s waterfowl popula- 
tion in order to keep away fed- 
eral executioners who gassed 
Brooklyn’s feathered friends 
last year in the name of avi- 
ation safety. 

City biologists scoured the 
park for weeks and discov- 
ered just two nests — a low 


number, due to last year’s 
massacre — then used ed- 
ible corn oil to “addle” the 
eggs under the direction of 
the Humane Society. 

The procedure prevents 
oxygen from reaching the 
developing embryo, killing 
it painlessly. 

One of the nests is located 
on an island near the center 
of the dog beach pond, where 
the eggs were Sharpied with 
black Xs to signal that they 
had already been oiled. (The 


Brooklyn Paper got a peek at 
the nest last month.) 

But on Sunday, a small 
crowd of park-goers discov- 
ered six of the teensy squawk- 
ers waddling around. And 
near the would-be “addled” 
nest: six empty shells. 

Confused park officials 
weren’t quite sure how they’d 
been duped by a bunch of 
birdbrains — but they are 
promising, for now, to not re- 
move the goslings from the 
park. Nature has beaten them 


to the punch anyway, as two 
of the six goslings have al- 
ready died. 

Prospect Park Alliance 
spokesman Eugene Patron 
said the city followed proper 
addling protocol, but mal- 
functions — like a broken 
condom — occur. 

“As with all birth control 
methods, it’s not 100 percent 
successful,” he said. “Some 
geese turn their eggs much 
more actively, which could 
wear off the oil.”

It’s a big come down for 
the R train, which wasn’t ex- 
actly clean in the 2009 ver- 
sion of the same survey, when 
37 percent of its cars were 
rated “generally clean.” 
The surveyors do not rate 
litter but do rate the cleanli- 
ness of train seats and floors, 
and look to see if either is 
marked with sticky material 
such as gum or drink residue, 
exposed food, rolling bottles 
or wet spots. If a train car has 
any of these signs it will re- 
ceive a poor rating. 


The group says it follows 
the same guidelines as the 
MTA, which conducts its 
own semi-annual subway 
car cleanliness survey. 

But the transit agency says 
it disagrees with the method- 
ology and findings in the sur- 
vey, and that it does not ac- 
curately measure New York 
City Transit’s ability to clean 
subway cars. 

Riders are siding with 
the watchdog group over 
this reeky rail. 

“I definitely believe the 
R train is the dirtiest train,” 


said Jamie Austin who was 
waiting at the 86th Street stop 
in Bay Ridge. “I see every- 
thing on this train from cof- 
fee spills to urine.” 

And Austin wasn’t alone. 
“It’s absolutely true,” said 
Roselee Huff from Ben- 
sonurst. “I take the R to the 
N train, and the N is so much 
better for cleanliness.” 

The car cleanliness sur- 
vey is based on 2,000 ob- 
servations of subway cars 
between September 14 and 
November 20. 

Contino says the group 
isn’t trying to attack the 
MTA, just make the agency 
aware of its filthy floors and 
sticky seats.

It could be that the MTA 
just wants to help R-train 
coaches feel at home. The 
Straphangers Campaign just 
announced that the R line has 
the dirtiest cars in the system, 
with only 27 percent of cars 
classified as “clean.” 

Ortiz did promise a clean- 
up of the station before the 
end of May. But to Tan- 
isha Sheckleford from Ca- 
narsie, the agency needs to 
do something long-term at 
Court Street. 

“I wish they’d fix the 


station,” Sheckleford said. 
“There are lots of rats here. 
I try not to pay attention to 
it as much, but it’s hard to 
run from.” 

The station handles 37,000 
weekday passengers, making 
it the busiest in Brooklyn. To 
Myrie, that alone means that 
the MTA should stop giving 
Court Street the Dangerfield 
treatment. 

“In other countries you 
can eat from the floor in the 
subway stations,” Myrie said. 
“This station needs to be re- 
spected.”

attract free-spending crowds 
that improve the local econ- 
omy. 

“As long as people are re- 
spectful, a blanket morato- 
rium would be indiscrim- 
inate,” said Moto’s John 
McCormick who wants to 
open a new restaurant called 
Coldwater Flats on Graham 
Avenue. “Licenses shouldbe 
judged on a case-by-case ba- 
sis.” 


The State Liquor Author- 
ity has essentially agreed, 
saying that it had no inten- 
tion of following a blanket 
moratorium by this, or any, 
community board — whose 
votes are advisory anyway. 

But longtime residents 
said that the neighborhood 
is oversaturated with bars. 
And Olechowski was ada- 
mant that the board should 
address quality- of-life is- 
sues. 


“Who do we work for, 
the State Liquor Authority 
or the community?” said 
Olechowski. “[The liquor 
license proposal] is a start- 
ing point.” 

Olechowski floated the 
moratorium a month ago , 
modeling his proposal on a 
similar proposal to curb bars 
in the East Village. 

“When we hear that trash 
cans are set on fire by rowdy 
drunken passersby or that 
knife fights break out in the 
middle of the street by stag- 
gering inebriated bar patrons, 
we cannot and must not sit 


by idly waiting until some- 
thing tragic happens,” said 
Olechowski. 

But some business lead- 
ers said that Olechowski’s 
Prohibitionist bent is mis- 
guided. 

Greenpoint Business As- 
sociation co-chair Eric Hall 
thinks the police should step 
up enforcement of existing 
nuisance laws, and the city 
should increase the penalty 
for breaking them. 

“A [moratorium] might 
prevent additional problem- 
atic establishments frompop- 
ping up, but it won’t do any- 


thing to correct the problem 
with the existing licensed es- 
tablishments,” said Hall. 

But Community Board 1 
member Ward Dennis said 
that the idea of some kind of 
moratorium could return in 
the future. 

“Chris’ latest recommen- 
dations make sense and are a 
reasonable approach towards 
controlling licenses to the ex- 
tent that we can,” said Den- 
nis. “We will review other 
policies and look at existing 
license applications through 
that lens to see how the poli- 
cies might work for us.”

‘Northern’ light 

Rucola offers homey Italian food

R ucola, the recently 
opened Northern Ital- 
ian eatery in Boerum 
Hill, is aiming to be all things 
to all residents. 

A cozy neighborhoodjoint 
offering three squares a day, 
withherbs and veggies plucked 
from the rooftop? 

Check. 

A CSA program 
of sorts, where lo- 
cals can purchase 
the weekly surplus 
harvest from said 
farms? Check. 

A place where 
kids can pick up 
healthy brown-bag 
lunches before trot- 
ting off to school? In 
the works. 

“It’s important 
for us not to just be 
a place that provides 
good, affordable 
food, but one that’s 
a real focal point for 
the neighborhood,” 
said co-owner Julian 
Brizzi. 

Good intentions 
and general bonhomie are 
one thing, but for a restau- 
rant, the proof is in the po- 
lenta. Can you get a good 
meal here or what? 

Best to start off with a 
cocktail — and Brizzi, a 
former bartender at Prime 


Meats, steered us towards 
the Basil Bite; thick and 
vibrantly orange as kiddie 
cough syrup — but fortified 
with enough gin, Aperol and 
Cynar to knock you on your 
you-know-what. 

The food that followed 
was thoughtful, satisfying, 
and simple — everything you 
could want in a rustic Ital- 


ian bistro. 

We began with a crisp, 
refreshing salad made with 
peppery arugula, fresh cel- 
ery leaves, and radishes 
sliced so thinly you could 
see the tumbled greenery 
glistening underneath. 


Chef Joe Pasqualetto’s 
braised short rib was a bit of 
a surprise, given that Rucola 
plans to concentrate on pastas 
and hearty vegetable dishes. 

“The rib still represents 
what we’re about; homey Ital- 
ian food done a little better,” 
said Pasqualetto. “Once we 
get our great spring bounty 
from the farm, you’ll be able 
to really see what we 
can do.” 

The meat was 
beautifully sea- 
soned, unfailingly 
tender, and flanked 
by juicy grilled 
young asparagus. 

Adding to the 
down-home at- 
mosphere, Bobbie 
Marchand is cur- 
rently doing double 
duty as both the pas- 
try chef and working 
the front ofhouse. So 
when you order her 
excellent ricotta tart 
topped with hazelnut 
brittle and rosemary 
sauce, she delivers it 
to the table herself. 

Only time will tell 
if Rucola will make 
good on all of its big prom- 
ises, but one thing’s for sure, 
it’s got a good shot at being 
an terrific neighborhood res- 
taurant.

T he operators of the popular Brooklyn 
Flea antiques and craft markets have 
created a gastro-centric marketplace 
that launches on May 21. 

The outdoor Saturday souk will feature 
upstate organic farmers, along with a slew 
of local venders — duck confit slingers, 
goat cheese masters and carrot garden- 
ers among them — on the Williamsburg 
waterfront at N. Sixth Street. 

The site, at the Edge condos, already 
hosts a Williamsburg spinoff of the suc- 
cessful Fort Greene Brooklyn Flea mar- 
ket every Sunday, specializing in funky 
vintage clothes and kitschy art. 


The new marketplace — dubbed “Smor- 
gasburg” — was created to capitalize on 
the intense demand for Brooklyn-made 
foodstuffs, said organizer Eric Demby. 

“The number of people making good 
food in Brooklyn just keeps going up,” he 
said, promising 100 vendors, picnic tables 
and demonstrations from chefs. 

“My dream is to get the upstate fam- 
ers and local venders work together,” 
Demby said. “The farmers could be a 
little more hip — and the vendors a lit- 
tle more hippie.”

the “Star Wars” 
series in name, 
as well as its cho- 
reographed light 
saber fights and 
a masked, Darth 
Vader-esque vil- 
lain. Yet the play 
is told through 
verse. 

“It’s an amal- 
gamation of a lot of pop cul- 
ture franchises and ideas — 
‘Star Wars’ and spaghetti 


Westerns, as well as Faus- 
tian and Christian mythol- 
ogy,” said Timothy Martin 


Bungeroth, the Park Slope- 
based playwright who, it 
should go without saying, 
is a big fan of George Lucas’s 
epic space franchise. 

“I grew up with the first 
three. They were my mythol- 
ogy,” said Bungeroth. “My 
dad read books about Zorro 
and the Lone Ranger. For me, 
it was ‘Star Wars.’ ” 

As an adult, though, he 
was so disappointed by the 
shoddy dialogue in the newer 


editions of the series that he 
decided to give it a shot him- 
self by crafting “much more 
exciting word play.” 

With that, “Impostor” 
follows the scheming of a 
Darth Vader-like trickster 
spirit, the titular Impos- 
tor played by Bungeroth, 
who’s been enslaved in a 
tower by the gods. He es- 
capes and decides to en- 
act revenge on his captors 
through a magic script that 


takes the form of an eBook. 
His plot goes awry when the 
characters he creates — two 
R2-D2 and C-3P0-type her- 
alds, gunslingers, a bounty 
hunter, mystical knight, and 
Luke Sky walker-esque teen- 
age stoner — rebel against 
their written destinies, and 
the light saber battles be- 
gin. 

For Jedi junkies expect- 
ing a stage adaptation of 
“Star Wars” — this is not 
your play. 

“There are a lot of di- 
rect parallels, but this isn’t 
‘Empire Strikes Back,’ ” said 
Bungeroth. “This is the cul- 
mination of our company 
mission — new works of 
verse in modern vernacu- 
lar, and also magnificent 
sword battles.” 

May the verse be with 
you.

gatherings,” he says. His 
goal is to re-create these 
same warm experiences 
at the restaurant. “We are 
very family- and kid-fam- 
ily friendly,” he says. 

Every Sunday, Casel- 
nova offers a family- 
style traditional meal:

When you want a taste of It- 
aly, look no further than Casel- 
nova. 

Owner Dean Caselnova spent 
eight months working in north- 
ern Italy, and five months in the 
southern area. Now, he’s bring- 
ing the cuisines of both regions 
to the Columbia Street Water- 
front District. 

The trattoria serves, as he likes 
to call it, “Pan-Italian,” a com- 
bination of the best of the north 
and south. It also offers patrons 
traditional Italian- American fare, 
as well as some of his more cre- 
ative dishes. 

One unique dish is the Scar- 
pariello, (translated as “shoe- 
maker”) which features chicken 
on the bone, sauteed with lemon 
sauce, and paired with sausage, 
peppers, and potatoes. Simple 
ingredients, a la southern Italy, 
but certainly a unique combi- 
nation. 

Northern Italy is known for its 
meat. And Caselnova’s maiale (or, 
pig) is a dish featuring pork ten- 
derloin, pan-seared, with a vine- 
gar brown sauce and cherry pep- 
pers, another intriguing blend. 

Caselnova spent a lot of time 
in Bologna, so he offers tradi- 
tional Bolognese meat sauce, a 
popular dish that patrons of his 
restaurant adore, he says. 

Favorites such as rigatoni, 
linguine, fusilli, manicotti, 
fish, steak, and pizza, as well 
as chicken, veal, and meatball 
parmesans, are all found on the 
menu. Yet, interestingly, Casel- 
nova says that he didn’t see much 
of the latter in Italy. 

“I didn’t come across too many 
parmesans and red sauces. That’s 
a very Americanized way of cook- 
ing Italian.” He includes these se- 
lections at his restaurant because 
people have come to expect them, 
and they enjoy them. “We do them 
very well,” he assures. 

He likes to keep ingredients 
basic and simple, just as they do 
in Italy. “Be more, with less,” is 
his philosophy. 

Egg-based pastas, such as tor- 
tellini and ravioli, are all made 
in-house. Thin-crust brick oven 


pizza and fresh-baked bread is 
made at the restaurant, too, as are 
the dressings for the salads, and 
desserts such as tiramisu, panna 
cotta, and Italian cheesecake. 

Food has always been an im- 
portant part of Caselnova’s life. 
His grandfather owned a series of 
Manhattan restaurants from the 
1920s through the ’50s, he says. 
In the 1960s, his uncle opened 
a restaurant, also named Casel- 
nova, on Long Island. Keeping 
with family tradition, Caselnova 
opened this latest venture that 
bears the family name last No- 
vember. 

“Growing up in an Italian- 
American home, our dinner ta- 
ble was the center of our family 


house salad, fusilli with gravy, 
meatballs, sausages, homemade 
ricotta, and a dessert of biscotti 
and coffee, for $18.99. It’s a great 
way to create your own family 
memories, reminiscent of the ones 
Caselnova remembers as a kid. 

He says that even after his 
world travels and extensive 
schooling at the Institute of Cu- 
linary Education, “My mom is 
the best chef I know. I learned 
lots from her.”

Celebrate Brooklyn announces 2011 lineup

C ome on and celebrate. 

The schedule for the an- 
nual festival of free music, 
film and dance — Celebrate 
Brooklyn — is now out, so you 
can officially start planning your 
summer. 

For starters, the series kicks 
off at the Prospect Park bandshell 
on June 10 with a free concert by 
Andrew Bird. 

“We wanted to mix things up 
and try something different,” said 
Jack Walsh, festival producer and 
the director of performing arts 
programs for BRIC Arts | Me- 
dia | Bklyn, which runs Cele- 
brate Brooklyn. “He’s certainly 
that.” 

Indeed, the Chicago-based 
multi-instrumentalist is hardly 
the household name that pre- 
vious opening night perform- 
ers, like Norah Jones and David 
Byrne before him, were, but is 
renowned in certain circles for 
his visionary folk. 

Moving forward, the festival 
channels the borough’s country 
affectations with a night of Justin 
Townes Earle, the Punch Brothers 
and The Hackensaw Boys on June 
30, and then the Court YardHounds 
(featuring two-thirds of the Dixie 
Chicks) and the Abrhams Broth- 
ers on July 7. 

“Country music is having a lit- 
tle resurgence in Brooklyn,” said 
Walsh. “We’ve got American roots 
music covered really well.” 

The festival travels other wa- 
ters, including a night of Irish mu- 
sic from Frankie Gavin and De 
Dannan, Liam 6 Maonlai, and 
McPeake (July 14), and a night of 
gospel music with Grammy win- 
ner Shirley Caesar on July 15. 

“We tried to mix it up and keep 
it fresh,” said Walsh. “I’m hop- 
ing there’s a lot of new discover- 
ies out there for people.” 

Other big acts include Latin 
funk band Los Lobos (July 8), 
seminal rock band The Feelies 





(July 23), and, in an interactive el- 
ement, a “West Side Story” dance 
and singalong (July 21). 

Some of this year’s most-antic-

do with music, as Ditmas Park- 
based restaurant Farm on Adderly 
will be among the food vendors, 
andEtsy crafters The {NewNew} 
will be setting up a shop. 

“Those two things really res- 
onate with us as very local and 
very creative and emblematic of 
the creative community in Brook- 
lyn, other than the performing 
arts,” said Walsh. “Crafters and 
food culture in Brooklyn is some- 
thing we really wanted to bring 
to the festival.” 

The series also expands this 
year beyond Prospect Park, with 
a free dance series at Brooklyn 
Bridge Park, continuing May 19 
and 26. 

Not all the Celebrate Brooklyn 
festivities are free -they’ve got bills 
to pay - so there will also be tick- 
eted concerts featuring the Decem- 
berists (June 14, sold out), Animal 
Collective (July 12, sold out), Suf- 
jan Stevens (August 2), Bon Iver 
(August 10, sold out) and Cut Copy 
(August 11).

he said. 

Perfect! The realization 
that we are all insecure, 
trapped inside a mind and 
body not of our own choos- 
ing, that we cannot truly see 
3-D, is a great one to have 
early on. Not that it always 
helps, but it least it can offer 
a reality check when one’s re- 
flection rears its sometimes 
ugly head. It is great to re- 
member that no one escapes 
self-scrutiny unscathed, not 
even supermodels or the most 
revered of celebrities. 

I’d like to take credit for 
Eli’s burgeoning belief that 
everyone feels the same in- 
securities, and in fact I do 
try to make my children and 
myself remember that every 
single person has his issues 
despite external signs to the 
contrary More likely, though, 
since my constant blather of 
deep thoughts usually goes 
ignored, like the wonky voice 
of a Peanuts parent, he has re- 
alized this through books. 

I particularly point to the 
new crop of diary-based chil- 
dren’s books for Eli’s rue- 
ful understanding of how 
he feels and how he might 
imagine others feel, too. “Di- 
ary of a Wimpy Kid,” was 
brilliant in helping explicate 
the life of a child who often 
feels left out. More recently, 
on vacation, Eli picked up 
the “Nerds” books, laugh- 


ing a lot, maybe relating. He 
wears glasses, likes chess, 
loves books. . . By those traits 
alone, he could certainly pass 
for what society deems nerdy 
(not that there is anything 
wrong with that). 

I myself have been dubbed 
a nerd in a quiz my kids gave 
me because of my proclivi- 
ties to read and write. “Park 
Slope is filled with nerds,” 
a friend said to me recently, 
and he wasn’t talking about 
the kids. 

It is a conversation we 
have a lot in my house, try- 
ing to define what’s cool, 
what’s nerdy, who decides 
and who cares. Is it possible 
to be smart and cool? 

The real question is why 
we need such designations at 
all. I guess there is some an- 
imal instinct always to cre- 
ate a “Them” as a negative 
foil to the “Us.” 

“Bill Gates is a nerd,” Eli 
has said often, proudly, as 
if the status he has assigned 
himself is a club with very 
elite members and that makes 
him feel better. 

I don’t care what my kids 
call themselves, even what 
others call them, as long as 
they believe they can do any- 
thing. I don’t care if they don’t 
listen to me and to what I 
think, as long as they also 
don’t listen to others who 
might try to limit them. 

I am trying not to be afraid 
of others’ assessments of my 
children, attempting not to 
take too much to heart how 
they do on standardized tests. 
I need to remember to rise 
above such restrictive bound- 
aries and help them under- 
stand that their own self-con- 
fidence will be the thing that

I try to show my kids how 
sincerely I mean it when I 
put them to bed with a kiss 
and a whispered, “You’re fab- 
ulous.” If I stare into their 
eyes hard enough, maybe 
it’ll sink in.
